Organizers have pulled the plug 
on next weekend’s Birlcebeiner 
cross-country sld-festival, because 
there simply isn’t enough snow. 

Event manager Glenda Hanna 
said the event’s board made the 
difficult decision Saturday faced 
with a low snow pack and the 
coming week’s relatively warm 
forecast. 

“We’re veiy sad when we have 
to cancel, but the skier safety 
comes first,” she said. 

She said they’d hope things 
would turn around, but the trails 
in the Blackfoot Provincial re¬ 
creation area, are either too icy 
or too bare for the thousands of 
skiers that were expected for 


this year’s event. 

The event features six differ¬ 
ent races and has been running 
in the Edmonton area since 1985, 
with only a handful of previous 
cancellations. 

Hanna said organizers looked 
at moving snow around and 
using equipment to groom 
tracks, but the conditions 
weren’t even good enough for 
that. 

“There was just no amount of 
manpower that we could muster 
that was going to address the 
deficiency,” she said. 

She said the board will meet 
later this week to discuss next 
steps, but most registration fees 
have been spent, so refunds 
aren’t likely. 

“We wouldn’t be viable to run 
next year and people know that 
when they register.” 

One event, the planned Vi¬ 
kings Feast Saturday evening, 
will continue even with the ski 
events cancelled. She said she 
hopes people will show up for it. 

“We can even dance, because 
we won’t be tired from skiing 
all day.”

Albertans see clouds 
in economic forecast

Albertans expect 2016 to be a 
dark year for their finances, 
their jobs prospects and the 
province’s economy accord¬ 
ing to a new survey conducted 
exclusively for Metro. 

The Think HQ survey showed 
46 per cent of people are con¬ 


cerned about losing their job 
or seeing their hours reduced 
next year. It also found 31 per 
cent of Albertans expect their 
financial situation to be worse 
next year, while 48 per cent 
expect it to be about the same. 

Just 16 per cent of Albertans 
expect to be in a better finan¬ 
cial situation. 

Marc Henry, president of 
Think HQ said these numbers 
are a grim low for the province. 

“We haven’t seen this for 
quite some time in Alberta, 
even going back to the fall and 
spring of last year you had more 
Albertans saying things could 
get better,” he said. 


Mary Moran, president and 
CEO of Calgaiy Economic De¬ 
velopment, said Albertans faith 
in a quick recovery is essentially 
gone at this point. 

“Everybody probably hoped 
for the first 12 months that 
oil would come back and now 
you’re going to see changes in 
behaviour,” she said. 

She said it will be difficult 
to get moving again with such 
bleak consumer confidence. 

“We should be concerned 
that 46 per cent of Albertans 
think they are going to have 
reduced hours or be laid off,” 
she said. 

ATB financial economist 


Todd Hirsch said he hopes 
people start looking for silver 
linings. 

“I do think people should 
bear in mind that these types 
of cycles are unpleasant, but 
they’re fairly normal for Al¬ 
berta,” he said. “They shouldn’t 
worry or panic about this too 
much.” 

He said people have to be 
cautious, but they shouldn’t 
overreact. 

“So much of the economy 
really depends on healthy con¬ 
sumer confidence and consum¬ 
er optimism.”

Stolen laptops don’t hold personal info: AHS

The laptops stolen from an Ed¬ 
monton office last week do not 
contain patient information, 
Alberta Health Services says. 

The five laptops were stolen 
during a break and enter at 
AHS’s Coronation Plaza offices 
near 111 Avenue and 142 Street 
on the evening of Jan 25. 


“Due to the nature of work for 
which these devices were used, 
we are confident that confiden¬ 
tial business and identifiable pa¬ 
tient information was not stored 
on these devices. These devices 
were primarily used for edu¬ 
cation and administrative pur¬ 
poses,” AHS spokesperson Kerry 
Williamson said in an email. 

Edmonton police said they 
have the laptops’ serial numbers, 
but have not recovered them yet 
and no arrests have been made.

AHS’s website describes the 
site as a “call centre to handle 
provincial contracting, procure¬ 
ment, and supply management 


— accounts payable related in¬ 
quiries from Alberta Health 
Services staff and affiliates in¬ 
cluding physicians, students, 
contractors, and vendors/sup¬ 
pliers.” 

Last year the provincial pri¬ 
vacy commissioner released a re¬ 
port saying that the Medicentres 
chain of clinics failed to safe¬ 
guard personal health data after 
a laptop containing information 
on over 620,000 Albertans was 
stolen in September 2013.

Twins Jordan and Evan Cald¬ 
well were the best of friends, 
though they each made their 
mark individually. 

“It’s a real big loss. It’s 
tragic,” said the twins’ dad, 
Jason. “We need to celebrate 
their lives now.” 

The two Caldwell boys died 
after they and six other boys 
smacked into a gate while 
using their personal tobog¬ 
gan after-hours on the bob¬ 
sled track at Canada Olympic 
Park early Saturday morning. 

Memorials were set up at 
the park for the boys — one 
located at the 2.5-metre en¬ 
trance gate to the track. 

Both boys attended West- 
mount Charter School, 
though Evan transferred to 
Ernest Manning in February 
2015 to take specialized pre¬ 
engineering classes. 

“They were both hugely 
involved in their schools.” 
Jason said. “Evan helped the 
first refugees in Calgary over 
the past number of months. 
He volunteered every week. 
He’d play guitar, singing 
them songs and teaching 
them English.” 

Jordan was the president 
of student council at West- 
mount. 


“He made huge efforts to 
build relationships with each 
student and to encourage 
everyone’s involvement in 
the student body.” 

Metro has identified two 
other teens involved in the 
tragic accident. 

Heritage Christian Acad¬ 
emy students Mark Lyons, 
17, and Caleb Hettinga, 17, 
are in hospital for their in¬ 
juries. Lyons and Hettinga 
attended Rocky Mountain 
Calvary Chapel with the Cald¬ 
wells. 

Police and WinSport, who 
operate the park, are con¬ 
ducting investigations to de¬ 
termine how the teens man¬ 
aged to enter the park after 
hours. 

“Overnight at the park we 
have two full-time security 
guards on staff. They are re¬ 
sponsible for patrolling the 
entire park,” said Dale Oviatt, 
director of communications.

Province to help cities, 
farms convert to solar

As its originally planned opening 
date came and went last month, 
the Ukrainian Canadian Archives 
and Museum continues to raise 
funds in the hopes of getting the 
project back on track. 

Paul Teternlco, president of 
the museum’s board said they’re 
still working on fundraising to 
allow work to restart at the site 
on Jasper Avenue and get the 
project underway. 

He said they haven’t seen 
any real challenge finding new 
donors, despite the troubled 
economy. 

“It’s not any harder really. The 


money is still coming in, so that’s 
good. There is still community 
support,” he said. “I would hope 
within six months we would be 
able to start up again.” 

Construction on the project 
in the old Lodge Hotel building 
came to a halt last February, 


because of a $4 million gap in 
funding brought on by higher 
than expected costs and slower 
than expected donations. 

Teternlco said that gap has 
unfortunately likely only grown 
since. 

“It’s probably more now that

the prices have gone up. It’s prob¬ 
ably closer to $5 million.” 

He said the building will be 
incredibly valuable to histor¬ 
ians and researchers when it 
does open. 

“It will be a major resource 
centre for the Ukrainian culture 
and on the pioneers who have 
been coming to Western Canada 
for more than 120 years.” 

He said the building required 
more bracing than they expected 
to connect the historic structure 
with the planned addition. 

“It’s frustrating. It’s not what 
we had planned, but it’s a reality 
that the cost escalated,” he said. 
“These are realities that a lot of 
buildings that are heritage sites 
encounter.” 


The Alberta government is add¬ 
ing another plank to its climate- 
change platform by providing 
more than $5.5 million to help 
farms and municipalities install 
solar panels. 

“This is just the beginning,” 
Environment Minister Shannon 
Phillips said Friday. “By investing 
now in proven programs we will 
be better prepared to ramp up 
our efforts as the price 
on carbon pollution is 
phased in.” 

The money is be¬ 
ing offered to defray 
the cost of setting up 
solar power in build¬ 
ings such as offices, 
fire halls and com¬ 
munity centres. 

A similar program 
worth $500,000 will 
be offered to farmers. 

The rebates extend a pro¬ 
gram already offered through 
the Alberta Urban Municipal¬ 
ities Association. That program 
has so far helped six Edmonton 
community leagues install solar 
panels and reduce their green¬ 
house gas emissions by 55 tonnes 
eveiy year. 

The agricultural solar program 
builds on a pilot that saw 61 pro¬ 
jects reduce greenhouse gases by 


more than 360 tonnes and add 
almost 500 lcW of capacity to 
Alberta’s electricity grid. 

The new money is expected 
to fund about 160 projects and 
reduce carbon emissions by up 
to 8,400 tonnes over the next 
25 years. 

Phillips noted that an earlier 
$2 million solar-power grant for 
municipalities was immediately 
taken up. 

“There’s a tremen¬ 
dous amount of en¬ 
thusiasm and uptake 
for these lands of pro¬ 
grams,” she said. 

The program of¬ 
fers rebates of up to 
75 cents per watt. Fig¬ 
ures from a provin¬ 
cial report would sug¬ 
gest that’s not quite 
enough to make the 
cost of solar power equal to that 
purchased from the grid. 

lisa Holmes, president of the 
Alberta Urban Municipalities As¬ 
sociation, welcomed the money. 

“Today’s announcement of 
funding for solar energy will 
enable Alberta’s municipalities 
to demonstrate environmental 
stewardship at the local level for 
reducing energy consumption,” 
she said, the Canadian press

Permit delays are a frustration 
for infill homebuilders and a big 
reason the city is behind on its 
targets, says a local developer. 

“For subdivision approval, it 
takes about four months. After 
that’s approved, it’s another 
eight weeks for a development 
permit, and then a couple of 
more weeks for a building per¬ 
mit,” said Doug Kelly of Kelly 


Developments. 

In comparison, Kelly said it 
takes three to four weeks to 
build a single family home in 
the suburbs. 

In 2010, the City of Edmon¬ 
ton released The Way We Grow 
— its municipal development 
plan that set a minimum of 25 
per cent of Edmonton’s future 
residential development in the 
downtown and mature neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

But more than five years later, 
Edmonton has only reached 14 
per cent, with 8,475 infill hous¬ 
ing units added from 2010 to 
2014. That means 86 per cent 
of new growth in Edmonton 
could still be called suburban. 

The delays are due to the 
reality of infill development, 
said Livia Balone, director of 
development and zoning ser-

vice with the city, in an email 
interview. 

Applicants often have to 
spend more time improving 
their proposals because they 
have to closely align with the 
zoning bylaw requirements and 
respond to community con¬ 
cerns, she said. 

“Additionally, variances to 
the zoning bylaw are often re¬ 
quired in the case of infill de¬ 
velopment, which triggers the 
requirement for a 21-day com¬ 


munity consultation and an 
additional 14-day notification 
and appeal period.” 

But the city is working to re¬ 
form and speed up the process, 
Balone said. Proposed changes 
include introducing online ap¬ 
plications, making zoning bylaw 
amendments that would create 
more consistency in the review 
process and creating a residen¬ 
tial infill team. 

“This team is specifically as¬ 
signed to the review of infill de¬ 
velopment in order to increase 
efficiency and expertise in infill 
reviews,” Balone said. 

She said she also anticipates 
that a new infill roadmap cre¬ 
ated in 2014 with action items 
to advance infill development 
will increase the percentage of 
infill development in the com¬ 
ing years.

University student and activ¬ 
ist Nalcita Valerio has made it 
her mission to combat Islam¬ 
ophobia and create bridges 
between Muslims and other 
groups. 

Five months ago, through 
the University of Alberta’s Fac¬ 
ulty of Graduate Studies and 
Research, Valerio started talk¬ 
ing to university and school 
students about Islam and the 
Middle East. 

Since then, the Muslim con¬ 
vert and religious studies stu¬ 
dent said she has been inun¬ 
dated with requests to present. 

“My bookings have definitely 
been increasing — it’s almost 
unmanageable,” she said. 

Valerio links the interest to 
the increasing Islamophobia in 
the community since the niqab 
debate during the federal elec-

tion, as well as world events. 

“The recent incident in 
Northgate Centre of a woman 
wearing a burqa being denied 
service exemplifies there’s still 
a lot of work to be done to 
normalize visible Muslims and 


Islam in general.” 

Valerio said campus groups 
such as the Department of Na¬ 
tive Studies, as well as Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools and a writ¬ 
ing group for inner city school 
students have all asked her 


to speak. 

During her sessions —which 
take place in person or via 
Slcype a few times a month 
— Valerio talks about Islam 
in general, and then opens up 
discussions about controversial 


issues such as the niqab and 
terrorism. 

She said she focuses on 
youth because at a younger 
age, prejudices are not fully 
entrenched. “We want to equip 
youth with the information 
and the right kind of questions 
to ask older generations who 
might be misusing narratives 
about the Muslim community.” 

While younger students 
generally ask mild questions, 
Valerio said she has got some 
more shocking ones from uni¬ 
versity students. 

“I was asked by one gentle¬ 
man in class if Muslim men 
can rape their wives. I was also 
asked if women wear the ni¬ 
qab because they feel ugly and 
don’t want to be seen in pub¬ 
lic,” Valerio said. 

But she insists she doesn’t 
mind answering such questions 
because they’re an opportun¬ 
ity to clear up misconceptions. 

And it appears her strategy 
is working. 

“I’ve really seen a change — 
there’s people who have gone 
from literally to my face say¬ 
ing, ‘I hate Muslims’ to giving 
me a $1,000 donation for the 
school I started in Morocco,” 
Valerio said.

Jian Ghomeshi 
case shows 
how online 
trail gets used 

The unearthing of 13-year-old 
emails in an attempt to dis¬ 
credit a woman accusing Jian 
Ghomeshi of sexual assault 
underscores the growing im¬ 
portance of “digital debris” in 
criminal and civil trials, ex¬ 
perts say. 

Lawyers and technology ex¬ 
perts say the Internet has al¬ 
lowed for extensive records to 
be kept of one’s movements 
and comments unlike anything 
in the past, but most people 
still don’t consider the poten¬ 
tial permanence of their words 
when firing off a message. 

The amount of electronic 
data, records and documents 
introduced in trials can be 
“overwhelming,” said David 
Fraser, an Internet and privacy 
lawyer with Mclnnes Cooper. 

“There’s also a tendency for 
people to put in email messages 
things that would be relatively 
casual that they earlier would 


have picked up the phone to 
communicate,” he said. 

“Picking up the phone 
wouldn’t have created a record, 
but as soon as (the recipient has) 
an email message and they’re 
not inclined to delete it, all of 
a sudden you have a record.” 

Defence lawyer Marie Henein 
has grilled two female com¬ 
plainants on their correspond¬ 
ence with Ghomeshi after the 
alleged assaults. A third has 
yet to testify. 

While 13 years is a bit fur¬ 
ther back than most people’s 
saved correspondence stretch¬ 
es, Fraser said it’s increasingly 
common to hang on to emails 


forever, given that web-based 
clients like Gmail, Yahoo Mail 
and Hotmail have practically 
unlimited storage space. 

“It’s a whole lot easier to 
keep it than it is to make the 
effort to decide what to delete,” 
he said. 

Only a few lines of Ghome- 


shi’s replies have been read out 
by the defence and the Crown 
has not indicated that it has 
digital dirt on the former CBC 
Radio host. It may not be too 
late for the Crown to seek a 
search warrant for Ghomeshi’s 
emails, if it hasn’t already, Fra¬ 
ser said. 

He said it’s common sense in 
2016 for lawyers to ask them¬ 
selves if there’s a likelihood 
that there’s relevant electronic 
evidence — be it emails, text 
messages, social media posts, 
Yelp reviews or Foursquare 
check-ins. 

“In our day-to-day lives we 
leave so much digital debris 


that some of that could be rel¬ 
evant in a criminal case or a 
civil trial.” 

An entire industiy called e- 
discovery or digital forensics 
has sprung up to assist lawyers 
in cases where deeper online 
digging is needed.

Health officials in Vancouver are 
planning a “sobering centre” 
seven years after it was recom¬ 
mended by an inquiiy into the 
death of a severely intoxicated 
homeless man, but some advo¬ 
cates and family members say it 
still falls short. 

Vancouver Coastal Health has 
begun planning a facility where 
police could take people who are 
drunk or high on drugs instead 
of a jail cell. It will be attached 
to a new detox centre, to replace 
an aging building that already 


contains a small sobering unit 
of about five to 10 beds. 

A stand-alone sobering cen¬ 
tre was recommended in 2009 
after an inquiiy into the death of 
Frank Paul. In 1998, the 47-year- 
old aboriginal man was reftised 
entry to jail and police dumped 
him in an alley, where he died 
of hypothermia within hours. 

“I am disappointed to hear 
about the building not being a 
stand-alone,” said Peggy Clem¬ 
ent, Paul’s cousin. “It looks like 
the government is trying to put a 


Band-Aid on just to say that they 
did something on the inquiiy 
recommendations.” 

Advocates say Vancouver 
Coastal Health has taken too 
long to act and chronically ad¬ 
dicted people may not want to 
go to a sobering centre inside 
a detox facility. But the health 
authority says it’s best to unite 
addiction services under one roof. 

Andrew MacFarlane, with 
VCH, said he hopes the site will 
be built within the next five 
years, the Canadian press

Stigma worst barrier for sex 
workers exiting industry 


When Cheiyl’s manager discov¬ 
ered the 38-year-old used to work 
in the sex trade, she says he joked 
that a name plate on her desk 
read “pubic relations.” 

Kayla, 61, also was in a new 
job when, she says, a police offi¬ 
cer informed a colleague she had 
formerly been a “prostitute and 
a junkie.” She lost the job and 
saw no option but returning to 
the sex industiy. 

Both women encountered the 
degrading treatment when they 
attempted to leave sex work for 
new occupations, an obstacle that 


a recently published study calls 
the “w— stigma.” The women 
were among 22 Vancouver sex 
workers interviewed for a peer- 
reviewed article in the Canadian 
Review of Sociology. 

The women, whose names 
were changed in the study to 
protect their identities, reported 
challenges from name calling to 
violence, identifying the stigma 
they faced as the most challen¬ 
ging barrier to leaving the sex 
trade, said researcher Raven 
Bowen, who studied criminol¬ 
ogy at Simon Fraser University. 


“It’s like there’s no escape 
from this,” said Bowen, whose 
study was published in Novem¬ 
ber. “Sex workers would expect 
from predators this hate speech 
and this rage and all that stuff. 
But they wouldn’t necessarily 
expect it from a co-worker five 
years after they transitioned out 
of the industry.” 

The participants, ages 20 to 
61, were either no longer work¬ 
ing in the industiy or leading 
“dual lives” by holding two jobs, 
concealing each from the other.

Sobering centre planned 
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North Korea 
rocket test 
condemned

UN Security 
Council calls 
meeting to 
discuss launch 

For North Korea’s propaganda 
machine, the long-range rocket 
launch Sunday carved a glori¬ 
ous trail of “fascinating vapour” 
through the clear blue sky. For 
South Korea’s president, and 
other world leaders, it was a 
banned test of dangerous ballistic 
missile technology and yet an¬ 
other “intolerable provocation.” 

The UN Security Council re¬ 
sponded at an emergency meet¬ 
ing Sunday by issuing a state¬ 
ment strongly condemning the 
rocket launch. 

North Korea, which calls its 
launches part of a peaceful space 
program, said it had successfully 
put a new Earth observation sat¬ 
ellite, the Kwangmyongsong 4, 


or Shining Star 4, into orbit less 
than 10 minutes after liftoff. It 
vowed more such launches. 

The launch follows North 
Korea’s widely disputed claim 
last month to have tested a hy¬ 
drogen bomb. Washington and 
its allies will consider the rocket 
launch a further provocation and 
push for more tough sanctions. 

The UN Security Council held 
a closed-door emergency meet¬ 
ing at the request of the U.S. and 
Japan. The statement approved 
by all 15 council members under¬ 
scored that launches using bal¬ 
listic missile technology, “even 
if characterized as a satellite 
launch or space launch vehicle” 
contribute to North Korea’s de¬ 
velopment of systems to deliver 
nuclear weapons. 

Canadian Foreign Affairs 
Minister Stephane Dion issued 
a statement condemning the 
rocket launch, calling it “un¬ 
warranted, irresponsible and 
dangerous behaviour.”

TAIWAN EARTHQUAKE 

Rescuing survivors

As anxious families waited near¬ 
by, rescuers on Sunday painstak¬ 
ingly pulled more survivors from 
the remains of a highrise apart¬ 
ment building that collapsed a 
day earlier in a powerful earth¬ 
quake that shook southern Tai¬ 
wan and killed at least 32 people. 

The government in Tainan, 
the worst-hit city, said that more 
than 170 people had been res¬ 
cued alive from the 17-storey 


building, which folded like an 
accordion. 

The Tainan Disaster Emer¬ 
gency Center estimated 118 
people were still trapped at the 
site, many at the bottom. 

Earthquakes frequently rattle 
Taiwan, but most are minor and 
cause little or no damage, though 
a magnitude-7.6 quake in central 
Taiwan in 1999 killed more than 
2,300 people, the associated press

Slain Italian student suffered 
'inhuman’ violence: Autopsy

A second autopsy on the body of 
an Italian found slain in Egypt 
reveals that the doctoral student 
suffered “inhuman, animal-lilce” 
violence, Italy’s interior minister 
said Sunday as he pressed Egypt’s 
president to fully co-operate with 
the criminal investigation. 

Rome prosecutors have 
opened a murder investigation 
into the death of Giulio Regeni, 
whose battered corpse was found 
near a highway outside Cairo 
nine days after he was reported 
missing in the Egyptian capital. 

Italy’s ambassador, who 
viewed the body a few hours 
after Egyptian authorities told 
Italy about its discoveiy on Feb. 3, 
had already said the victim 
showed signs of a brutal beat¬ 
ing and torture. 

A second autopsy was per¬ 
formed late Saturday in Rome

25 disappearance he died.

after the body was flown to Italy, 
concluded that Regeni died after 
a cervical vertebra was broken, 
said Alessandra Ballerini, a hu¬ 
man rights lawyer appointed by 
the young man’s family to follow 
developments in the case. 

Interior Minister Angelino 
Alfano said on a Sky TV inter¬ 
view show Sunday that he still 
hasn’t gotten his breath back 
after learning the shocking re¬ 
sults of the latest autopsy. 

The Italian news agency ANSA, 
citing unidentified sources close 
to the Italian coroners, said the 
findings led to the conclusion 
that Regeni’s neck was twisted or 
struck, breaking a vertebra and 


leaving him unable to breathe. 
It said he suffered various other 
fractures as well. 

“We had to view the results 
of the autopsy,” Minister Alfano 
said, referring to Italian author¬ 
ities. Regeni suffered “something 
inhuman, animal-lilce, an un¬ 
acceptable violence,” he said. 

Alfano pressed Egyptian 
President Abdel Fattah el-Sissi 
to ensure co-operation. 

“I am convinced that it is in 
the interest of el-Sissi to work 
together,” Alfano said. “No one 
can bring Giulio back to life, but 
(to) bring the truth to the surface 
will perhaps be able to save more 

lives.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Clinton makes stop in Flint 

Taking a detour from New 
Hampshire's campaign 
trail, Hillary Clinton said 
Sunday that a water crisis 
in a Michigan city was

water. The Democratic 
presidential hopeful 
made a visit to Flint, 

Mich., an unusual stop 
for a candidate trailing in 
polls against rival Bernie 
Sanders in the first primary 
state.

SYRIAN REFUGEES 

Turkey at ‘capacity,’ 
says deputy premier 


Turkey has reached the end of 
its “capacity to absorb” refugees 
but will continue to take them 
in, the deputy premier said Sun¬ 
day, as his country faced mount¬ 
ing pressure to open its border 
to tens of thousands of Syrians 
who have fled a government 
onslaught. 

The United Arab Emirates, 
meanwhile, joined Saudi Arabia 
in saying that it was open to the 
idea of sending ground troops to 
Syria to battle the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL), rais¬ 
ing the possibility of even greater 
foreign involvement in the five- 
year-old civil war. 

Turkish authorities say up 
to 35,000 Syrians have massed 
along the border, which re¬ 
mained closed for a third day 
on Sunday. The governor of the 
Turkish border province of Kilis 
said Saturday that Turkey would 
provide aid to the displaced with¬ 
in Syria, but would only open the 
gates in the event of an “extra¬ 
ordinary crisis.” 

Deputy Prime Minister Numan 
Kurtulmus told CNN-Turlc tele¬ 
vision that Turkey is now host¬ 
ing a total of 3 million refugees, 
including 2.5 million Syrians. 

“Turkey has reached the end 
of its capacity to absorb (refu¬ 
gees),” Kurtulmus said. “But in 
the end, these people have no-

where else to go. Either they will 
die beneath the bombings and 
Turkey will... watch the massacre 
like the rest of the world, or we 
will open our borders.” 

Kurtulmus said some 15,000 
refugees from Syria were admit¬ 
ted in the past few days, without 
elaborating. He put the number 
of refugees being cared for on 
the other side of the border at

He did not explain why the 
Turkish border gate at On- 
cupinar, opposite the Bab al- 
Salameh crossing in Syria, was 
being kept closed. 

On Saturday, the European 
Union urged Turkey to open its 
borders, saying it was providing 
aid to Ankara for that purpose. 
EU nations have committed 3 
billion euros ($3.3 billion US) to 
Turkey to help refugees, part of 
incentives aimed at persuading

Massachusetts 
needs clean 
energy to meet 
green goals 

Tapping into Canadian 
hydropower is hardly a new 
concept in energy-starved New 
England. But Massachusetts 
Gov. Charlie Baker’s proposal 
to authorize long-term con¬ 
tracts between utilities and 
hydropower producers is be¬ 


ing viewed in some quarters 
as a potential game-changer 
for the region. 

The move is not without 
doubters, and the question of 
how to deliver Canadian hydro 
on a large scale remains unan¬ 
swered. Among several plans 
yet to secure final approval are 
the $1.4 billion Northern Pass 
project, designed to bring 1,090 
megawatts of Hydro-Quebec 
power through New Hampshire 
into southern New England and 
a 1,000-megawatt transmission 
line beneath Lake Champlain 
in Vermont. A single megawatt

can power up to 1,000 homes. 

Without a hydropower in¬ 
fusion, Baker contends his state 
won’t meet its 2020 target of 
reducing greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions by 25 per cent from 1990 
levels. Beyond that goal, the 
governor and other regional 
leaders point to a practical 
need to replace electricity gen¬ 
eration that has or will soon 
disappear from the energy 
landscape. 

Massachusetts, the region’s 
most populous state, has the 
biggest energy appetite and 
accounts for roughly half the

typical weekday demand. 

If the lost power isn’t re¬ 
placed, Baker warns, the state 
and region will fall prey to an 
uncertain global energy market 
and be forced to rely more on 
carbon-producing fossil fuels. 


“That would be the ultimate 
lose-lose,” he said. “Unpredict¬ 
able, high-priced and less green 
than our current situation.” 

The legislation would direct 
electric distribution companies 
in co-operation with the state 
to solicit competitive bids for 
long-term deals with hydro¬ 
electric producers. While cur¬ 
rent law permits hydropower 
procurement, administration 
officials believe it’s unlikely to 
occur without the incentive of 
longer contracts.

Canada’s 
Maple 
Bank shut 

German authorities have or¬ 
dered the closure of Maple 
Bank after it was investigated 
for alleged tax evasion and 
money laundering. 

Maple Bank is part of Can¬ 
ada’s Maple Financial Group. 

The Federal Financial Super¬ 
visory Authority said Sunday 
that it has forbidden Maple 
Bank from making payments 
or selling assets “due to im¬ 
pending financial over-in¬ 
debtedness.” The watchdog, 
known as Bafin, also banned 
the bank from taking customer 
payments other than those 
made to repay debts. 

It says the bank, with assets 
of 5 billion euros ($7.72 billion) 
and liabilities of around 2.6 
billion euros ($4.02 billion), 
will have to put aside funds 
to cover tax payments.

New urban craze gets people ready for daily grind 


As dawn breaks over a Jo¬ 
hannesburg park, some 300 
people dance in silence, some 
dressed as Batman, Spiderman 
or Wonder Woman. Others 
are in tutus, black catsuits or 
animal “onesies”. Many have 
masks and painted faces. 

This is “Secret Sunrise” — 
a new urban craze in which 
people gather outdoors in the 
early morning to express them¬ 
selves to a soundtrack played 
through headphones. 


Later in the day, they will 
toil at office desks in South 
Africa’s economic capital, or be 
students attending lectures, but 
for a short time they embrace 
a less reserved way to live. 

“The point is to get people 
working towards something 
that makes the daily grind a lit¬ 
tle bit less boring,” said Cheryl 
Hudson, who has a job in pro¬ 
ject finance when she changes 
out of her purple dance outfit. 

“We have it in the week to 


try to transform the day be¬ 
cause after an experience like 
this, you connect with people. 

“You get to be a different ver¬ 
sion of yourself, you go forth, 
and you are not grumpy when 
you get into the office. 

“It is an opportunity to go 
wild, to be ridiculous,” said 
Jamie Beron, one of the organ¬ 
izers of the fortnightly event, 
which follows similar dawn 
dances in London, Los Angeles, 
Tokyo and other cities. 


The venue of each “Secret 
Sunrise” is revealed only the 
day before to build suspense, 
and tickets costs 100 rand 
(about $8.70). 

The last event in Johannes¬ 
burg was held on a roof ter¬ 
race and was a ’70s theme that 
became a tribute to the late 
David Bowie. 

At the end, all the dancers 
hold hands and form a large 
circle before dispersing. 

A sweaty Captain Amer¬ 


ica — better known during 
work hours as Travis Kruger, a 
31-year-old used-car salesman 
— contrasted the experience 
to a nightclub or rave. 

“That is alcohol and smok¬ 
ing. It is healthy here. There 
is no aggressiveness,” he said. 

“With your earphones, you 
pretty much block out every¬ 
thing. ... I have to go to work 
after this. Last time I did this, 
I had the most amazing day 
at work.” afp

Channelling outrage at 
Roosh V into activism

Edmonton, along with most of 
the Internet, was furious this 
past week that infamous “pick¬ 
up artist” Daryush Valizadeh, 
known as Roosh V, was plan¬ 
ning international meetups for 
his followers, including one in 
Churchill Square. 

This left Edmonton with a 
tricky question: Do we ignore 
these hateful, fringe views and 
therefore push them to the 
edge where they belong? Or 
do we directly confront them 
as loudly as possible? 

First, the views: Roosh’s 
obscene website, Return of 
Kings, takes retrograde to a 
new level. He’s far beyond ad¬ 
vocating for traditional views 
of marriage and family. For 
instance, he believes women 
should be thin, unambitious 


and quiet. 

But it was his now-notori¬ 
ous post, where he advocated 
the legalization of rape on pri¬ 
vate property, which brought 
him public ire — a post he 
now insists was satirical (al¬ 
though what he’s satirizing 
about a crime with a less than 
1 per cent conviction rate is 
unclear). 

Far more alarming are the 
stories Roosh posts, bragging 
of having sex with women or 
women who were reluctant or 
possibly too drunk to consent. 

The community response 
was swift. Mayors across Can¬ 
ada, including Mayor Don Ive- 
son, tweeted that he was not 
welcome in their cities. 

A women’s boxing club in 
Toronto announced plans to 
actively crash the event. And 
yours truly went on CBC to 
discuss Roosh’s vile view¬ 
points. 

In an equally abhorrent 
move, the online vigilante 
group Anonymous circulated 


Roosh’s address and phone 
number, opening up his family 
to harassment and threats. 

We saw how easy it was 
for people to get angiy about 
Roosh. Now, if only passion 
translated into positive action. 

Well, in Edmonton, it did. 

A group of men and 
women, many who had never 
organized a community action 
before, showed up to the Stan¬ 
ley Milner Libraiy last Wednes¬ 
day to talk about a response. 

David Warwick, a violence 
prevention educator, led the 
discussion. 

What came of the talk was 
#WarmNightYeg, an event set 
up by Men Edmonton and the 
White Ribbon Campaign — 
both organizations with men 
working to end gender-based 
violence. 

On Saturday night, a group 
of around 40 people showed 
up to drink tea and eat cookies 
in Churchill Square. 

All sorts of people attended 
the event after seeing Roosh’s 


initial post and wanting to do 
something to show that mis¬ 
ogyny was unwelcome. 

We must recognize that 
Roosh and his abhorrent 
views don’t exist in a vacuum. 
They’re a concentrated and 
thankfully fringe collection of 
attitudes that all have roots in 
our real lives. 

There’s a way to deal with 
hate speech of this sort, and it 
isn’t to crowd into Churchill 
Square to fight with a small 
group of people who think 
Roosh is right. Instead, it’s to 
get together and talk. 

Iveson set a tone when he 
said he didn’t believe these 
views were welcome in Ed¬ 
monton. Even when hate 
speech falls short of being 
criminal, to ignore it leaves 
only the hateful to spread 
their message.

The Jian Ghomeshi sexual- 
assault trial has become a 
battleground, all right. And 
not just inside the courtroom. 

In an ongoing swarm of 
tweets, public onlookers have 
editorialized every comment 
broadcast from the testimony. 
It's a digital debate between 
two entrenched camps: those 
who are inclined to believe 
the women, and those who 
aren't; those who view the 
judicial process with distaste, 
and those who defend it. Fol¬ 
lowing #Ghomeshi makes it 
obvious both sides made up 
their minds long before the 
trial began. 

And while many pro-com¬ 
plainant voices have tweeted 
their dismay at the narrative 
that Marie Henein, Ghome- 
shi's lawyer, drew all week — 
of women enamoured with 
Ghomeshi, who continued 
to seek his attention after en¬ 
counters that they would later 
claim involved assault, who 
were fame-hungry and op¬ 
portunistic — let's not forget 
how those same women per¬ 
formed on the stand. 

That is to say, remarkably 
well. 

I might not have Lucy De- 
Coutere's fellatio-on-a-beer- 
bottle sense of humour (she 
sent such a photo to Ghome¬ 
shi), or the first complainant's 
instinct to email a man a bikini 
shot (though I know women 
who have) — but my own 
past, put on trial, would make 
me look like an idiot. 

Especially — especially — 
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when it comes to men. 

These two witnesses 
seemed prepared for Henein's 
force. The first, perhaps the 
more combative, appeared 
ready for Henein to call her a 
liar. At times she seemed con¬ 
fused, but she fought where 
she could to reiterate the core 
of her complaint. 

DeCoutere, the second wit¬ 
ness, was quick to criticize her 
own reaction to the alleged 
assault, her calm giving way 
to a more tense demeanour 
as the pressure grew. She 
treated Henein's most damag¬ 
ing evidence as consistent 
with her own initial narrative: 
The beer-bottle photo, along 
with some other steamy cor¬ 
respondence, was her way 
of "placating" Ghomeshi, 
despite what she says he did. 
When breaks in the question¬ 
ing came, DeCoutere could 
still crack a smile at the court 
staff. She seemed candid and 
forthcoming, if sometimes 
caught offguard. 

This — how these two 
women behaved on the stand 
— may not change the views 
of the crowds of observers, 
hungrily consuming the play- 
by-play on Twitter. 

And nothing could dis¬ 
suade Marie Henein — hunter 
of all closet skeletons — from 
her efforts to shred the wit¬ 
nesses' credibility. 

Judge William Horkins, 
however, will be the ultimate 
arbiter. And there's a chance 
he will be swayed by what he's 
seen in the witness box.

For all the talk of how she’s the 
only woman in the crowded late- 
night field, Samantha Bee sure 
has balls. 

The long-time Daily Show 
correspondent’s new series Full 
Frontal With Samantha Bee pre¬ 
mieres Monday at 10:30 p.m. 
on the Comedy Network. If the 
prelaunch sketches posted on 
YouTube are any indication, Bee 
plans to shake up the boys club. 

“I am female as f—,” Bee de¬ 
clares in an edgy teaser for her 
new weekly series. The bit shows 
Bee in a galleiy filled with por¬ 
traits of late-night males Jimmy 
Fallon, Jimmy Kimmel, James 
Corden, Seth Meyers, John Oliver, 
David Letterman, even Carson 
Daly. A waiter offers her a large 
plate of meaty hors d’oeuvres. 
“You know what?” says Bee. “I 
think I’m kinda done with saus¬ 
ages.” 

It’s no accident that the show 
is called Full Frontal. Bee plans to 
pull down plenty of pants on her 
series and make a lot of people 
uncomfortable. The religious 
right is going to hate her. One 
of her promo clips showed fake 
footage of Republican presiden¬ 
tial candidate Ted Cruz blasting 
pandas out of trees with a shot¬ 
gun. Video of fellow candidate 
Marco Rubio praising Jesus at a 
GOP event prompted Bee to jump 
up and down proclaiming, “Yay, 
Jesus! Oh, he’s so lucky he didn’t 
live to see this debate.” 

If Fox News finds Stephen Col¬ 
bert too partisan, they’re going 
to freak over Full Frontal. The 
Canadian-born comedian down¬ 
played her killer Bee approach 
during the recent Television Crit¬ 
ics Association press tour in Pasa¬ 
dena, Calif. Bee admitted to re¬ 
porters that she sometimes held 
back during her record-setting 
12-year tenure as a Daily Show 
contributor. There were times 
when “I would have gone more 


deeply into a subject than others 
wanted to,” she said, “and we’ll 
have the opportunity to do that 
at Full Frontal.” 

Bee came to The Daily Show 
an outsider. Bom and raised in To¬ 
ronto, Bee picked up some theat¬ 
rical training at George Brown 
College before helping to form 
the Toronto improv troupe the 
Atomic Fireballs. She became 
Jon Stewart’s first female cor¬ 
respondent when she joined his 
New York-based series in 2003. 
She was also the first non-U.S. 
citizen correspondent. 

She’s pretaped one far-afield 


element already: a trip to Jordan. 

“We are going to do a cultural 
orientation for Americans in or¬ 
der to better receive the Syrian 
refugees who are coming to this 
country,” she says, pointing out, 
“They have to do an American 
cultural orientation in Jordan in 
order to be resettled.” 

While her series has trained 
journalists on staff, Bee says the 
focus will always be on the funny. 
“We want to take stories that 
we don’t think receive enough 
attention and stab them with the 
hot poker of comedy,” she says.

(Leslie 
asked Steph to encourage Dan 
to advise his players to he about 
a sexual assault.) He doesn’t 
want to quit. 

The fight escalates. “What 
the f— do you want, do you 
want me to stand here and spew 


sh— so you can feel better about 
yourself?” Dan shouts. Inter¬ 
estingly, every time he says a 
starred word, for a nanosecond 
the sound drops out and the 
screen goes blank. 

The most vital TV series right 
now deal with race, money or 
sex. American Crime weaves 
all three into a fascinating, in¬

The assault 
victim is a lower-class boy whom 
no one takes seriously. One of 
the accused is an upper-class 
kid whose parents (Regina King 
and Andre Benjamin) believe 
he’s mistrusted because he’s 
black. Leslie — Lady Macbeth in 
the principal’s chair — calmly 


purrs sentences like, “We only 
have three black families that 
pay full tuition.”

THESTORY 

I’ve helped many people get 
their finances into shape but 
Yolanda is by far the most 
frugal person I’ve met... even 
more than myself. In fact, 
she even asked our Metro 
photographer to pay her $3 
bus fare for the photo shoot 
for this series. 

That’s nothing. Yolanda 
coupons her way through 
the weekly grocery specials, 
surfs the Internet on free 
Wi-Fi, grinds retailers for 
discounts and trades her 
friend dates at restaurants 
and bars for homemade tea 
and a stroll. 

Minding her dollars and 
cents keeps her debt free and 
affords Yolanda the oppor¬ 
tunity to save between $500 
to $700 per month, all in an 
effort to build up a $25,000 
down payment on a home 
within the next three years. 

THE LESSON 

As some Twitter followers 
have pointed out, Yolanda 
should be saving more 
given her ultra-frugal spend¬ 
ing, low cost of living and 
$42,000 annual salaiy. 


I thought the exact same 
thing until I discovered Yo¬ 
landa has a bad habit of sav¬ 
ing like a demon and then 
blowing her savings in one 
fell swoop on travel and her 
cute pooch. We are going to 
kick her binge savings habit 
to the curb. 

Yolanda has some home¬ 
work to do. To control her 
impulse spending, she has 
to master her cash flow, 
through budgeting (a plan 
for her money) and monthly 
spending summaries (the 
reconciliation of her budget 
to what actually happened). 
Once she masters this ex¬ 
ercise, I estimate she can 
save an additional $250 per 
month toward her down pay¬ 
ment and still spend money 
on her favourite things. 

The other thing I worry 
about is that Yolanda is irri¬ 
tating her friends and family 
with her ultra-frugal behav¬ 
iour.

The investment world is like a 
box of mixed chocolates with¬ 
out a map: you think you’re get¬ 
ting one thing, but you end up 
with something else. Witness 
all the folks who tell me they’ve 
bought a mutual fund but have 
no idea what that mutual fund is 
invested in, so they don’t know 
if it actually meets their needs. 

“All I want to do is make some 
money,” people tell me. “I don’t 
know much about investing and 
I’m told this is the way to go.” 

“Would you take your money 
and throw it out your car window 
while doing 100 kilometres per 
hour?” I ask. 

“No.” The response comes 
with a puzzled look. 

“Then why would you invest 
in something you don’t under¬ 
stand, where you have the po¬ 
tential to lose money?” 

“Lose money?” The puzzled 
look turns to panic. 

“Hey, a mutual fund is...” and 
I explain about diversification, a 
basket of investments, unit val¬ 
ues, and past performance being 
no predictor of future perform¬ 
ance. They panicked look turns 
to despair. 

OK, let’s take a step back. You 
don’t have to be a wizard to be

an investor. Anything you use to 
grow your money is an invest¬ 
ment. A high interest savings ac¬ 
count, a GIC, a bond or a stock 
are all types of investments. 

Some have higher returns 
than others and a rule of thumb 
is the greater the potential re¬ 
turn, the greater the risk you 
might lose some money. 

If you want to be an investor, 
you have to know the rules. Here 
are my top three: 

Don't buy anything you can't 
explain to a 12-year-old. 

Knowledge: If you want your 
money to work hard for you, you 
have to learn about investing. 
Read. Build a pretend portfolio 
and spend some time learning 
about what happens in the mar¬ 
kets. You’ll not only learn about 
how investments work, you’ll 
learn about yourself. 


Don't buy anything that keeps 
you up at night. 

Risk profile: This is the 
fancy way of saying, 
“How big a chicken are 
you?” You better know. 
Using a pretend portfolio 
you can see how you re¬ 
act when your invest¬ 
ments go up and down 
in value. You’ll learn about 
you: how you respond in a 
crisis and what types of invest¬ 
ments best suit you. 

Know how long you're willing 
to stay invested. 

Time horizon: If you plan to stay 
in an investment for less than 10 
years, you’ve got to stay out of 
equities: stocks and stock-based 
mutual funds. The last thing you 
need is for the market to dipsy- 
doodle, just when you want to 
use the money. As you get closer 
to spending the money — as 
your time horizon shortens — 
you need to move that money 
where it’ll be safe so you’ll have 
it when you need it. 

Don’t stay stuck at the bot¬ 
tom of the investment pyramid 
because of a lack of knowledge. 
Read. Ask questions. Learn. Then 
move up the pyramid.

Blitzing Broncos 
bowl over Panthers 



Denver defence 
decimates NFL 
MVP Newton 
on way to title 






If this was the final game of 
his magnificent career, what a 
Super way to go out for Peyton 
Manning. 

He can thank Von Miller and 
the Broncos’ swarming, big-play 
defence for his second NFL cham¬ 
pionship. 

Adding that ring to his five 
MVP awards, Manning certainly 
can be satisfied and comfortable 
in retirement should Sunday’s 24- 
10 victory over the Carolina Pan¬ 
thers be his finale. He wasn’t the 
star — game MVP Miller seem¬ 
ingly was everywhere on every 
Carolina play — but Manning 
really hasn’t been the headliner 
in this injury-shortened season. 

Emulating his Broncos boss, 
John Elway, the 39-year-old Man¬ 
ning can ride off with the Lom¬ 
bardi Trophy after leading Den¬ 
ver to its third NFL title, first 
since 1999 — when Elway was 
the quarterback. 

“I’ll take some time to reflect,” 
Manning said when asked if 
Super Bowl 50 is the end. “I got 
a couple priorities first. I’m go¬ 
ing to go kiss my wife and my 
kids.... I’m going to drink a lot 
of Budweiser tonight. Take care 
of those things first.” 

Denver’s suffocating defence 
kept Cam Newton jittery all day.

Den¬ 
ver’s top-ranked defence, the one 
that ran roughshod over Tom 
Brady in the NFC championship, 
simply wouldn’t let Newton get 
comfortable. 

“It’s every one of these guys 
who got me to this,” Miller said. 

Newton was sacked six times 
— receiver Ted Ginn Jr., went 
down once on an aborted trick 
play — and if Miller wasn’t tor¬ 
turing him, DeMarcus Ware was. 
Ware had two of the seven sacks, 
the most ever by one team in the 
Super Bowl.

“This game was much like 
this season has been, testing 
our toughness, our resiliency, 
our unselfishness,” he said. “It’s 
only fitting that it turned out 
that way.”

Okposo’s hat trick 
paces rout of Oilers 


NHL 

Isles dominate, 
McDavidputs 
up only goal 
for Edmonton 

After two disappointing road loss¬ 
es, the New York Islanders needed 
to face a last-place opponent like 
the Edmonton Oilers. 

Kyle Okposo had his second 
career hat trick after the Island¬ 
ers opened a commanding lead 
with three first-period goals and 
New York routed the Oilers 8-1 
on Sunday. 

Thomas Greiss made 30 saves 
for the Islanders (27-18-6), who 
moved within three points of 
the New York Rangers for second- 
place in the Metropohtan Div¬ 
ision. 

“It was good. Good to put up 


eight. It was a pretty good team 
effort,” Okposo said. “I thought 
we were going on all cylinders. It’s 
definitely nice to get rewarded.” 

Johnny Boychuk, John Tavares 
and Nikolay Kulemin scored 
in the opening period, chasing 
former Islanders goalie Anders 
Nilsson, who was replaced after 
Kulemin’s goal by former Ran¬ 
ger Cam Talbot. Boychuk, in his 
first home game after missing 
11 games overall with an upper 
body injury suffered on Dec. 31 
at Buffalo, ripped a slap shot past 
Nilsson at 2:57 for his fourth goal 
of the season. 

“It’s always good when you 
strike early,” Islanders coach Jack 
Capuano said. “We did a lot of 
good things and got two points.” 

Tavares made it 2-0 at 9:12 with 
his 19th goal before Kulemin 
added his sixth at 11:24. Oilers 
coach Todd McLellan then pulled 
Nilsson, who stopped only seven

of the 10 shots he faced. 

Okposo made it 4-0 at 2:32 of 
the second, then scored again at 
6:09 of the middle period. After 
Oilers rookie sensation Connor 
McDavid finally put Edmonton 
on the board with his seventh 
goal at 6:50, Josh Bailey made it 
6-1 at 9:36. 

Cal Clutterbuclc increased the 
margin to 7-1 at 16:04 of the mid¬ 
dle period with his 11th goal. 

Talbot raised his arms in frus¬ 
tration after Clutterbuclc’s goal, 
seemingly exasperated with the 
defensive effort in front of him. 

Okposo completed his hat 
trick at 7:27 of the third, when 


he whipped a shot on the power 
play past Talbot for his 15th goal 
of the season. The goal made it 
8-1 and led to a cascade of hats 
tossed onto the Barclays Center 
ice. It was a season high in goals 
for the Islanders. 

“Kyle has been playing awe¬ 
some,” said defenceman Nick 
Leddy, who had three assists. “His 
contributions have been felt all 
year. He has been one of the best 
players on the ice game in and 
game out.” 

The defeat following Saturday 
night’s 5-1 loss at Montreal left 
McLellan fuming. 

“I don’t think we were pre¬ 
pared to play for those first few 
goals against,” McLellan said. “I’m 
veiy disappointed in the prep¬ 
aration and the approach to the 
game. We got our butts handed 
to us in Montreal and came here 
and responded in a veiy inappro¬ 
priate Way.”

• Garnish: cilantro, avocado, 
yogurt or sour cream, salsa 

Directions 

1. In a heavy bottomed, large 
pot, place olive oil, onion, garlic, 
cilantro stalks, carrots and celery 
and allow it all to soften slightly 
over medium heat, about 5 min¬ 
utes. Add cumin and cook for 
another minute or two. 

2. Add rinsed beans and stock. 
Reduce heat to low, allow soup 
to simmer, then cover for 30 to 
40 minutes. Stir every 5 min¬ 
utes or so, to be sure nothing is 
sticking to the bottom. 

3. Take soup off the heat and allow 
to cool a bit. Use either a blender 
to puree in small batches, or use 
an immersion blender. 

4. Serve with plain yogurt, sour 
cream, avocado, salsa and 
cilantro.
